Curfew Strongly Enforced, 
Sheriff Makes Five Arrests 



Chief Deputy Charles B. Larson 
of the Lake County Sheriffs of- 
fice recently announced that the 
first arrests of the county's new cur- 
few law were made last week. 

Larson reported that four 18- 
year old boys and a 18-year old girl 
were picked up outside of Lake 
Villa in a tavern. 

The County Board of Supervisors 
passed the new curfew into lew, 
December 18, of last year. The law 
seta the curfew at 10:30 p.m. on 
Sunday through 'Thursday and 11:30 
on Friday and Saturday. All per- 
sona coming under the Jurisdiction 
of this law are those under the age 
of 18 and not accompanied by a 
parent, guardian or other "proper 
person.'* The curfew ends at 8 a.m. 
daily. 

Orville Clavey, chief sheriffs 
Juvenile officer, stated that after a 



first warning a parent can be fined 
$3 to $100 If his ox her child is 
found and picked up after the des- 
ignated curfew, hour. 

Antloch Chief of Police Walter 
Scptt stated "I think it's a better 
teenage ordinance than what we 
have here, although I haven't had 
time to examine the ordinance. I 
waa told that I would be briefed 
on It- 

The curfew In Antloch Is the same 
time but applies only to those who 
fall under the 18-year-old bracket. 

In an- over-the-phone interview, 
Antloch High School's Supt. A. L. 
Dittman stated that the School 
Board has discussed the new curfew 
law extensively at their last meet- 

a I and agreed to endorse a confor- 
ty to it He stated personally, 
*Tm in full accord with any of the 
curfew laws." 



Dittman went on to say that a 
request would be made for special 
permission for teenagers to stay out 
beyond the curfew hour and ex- 
tended, to students participating In 
school activities. In these instances, 
Dittman stated that a pass with 
authoratative signatures fixed upon 
it would be carried by the student. 

Upon calling Clavey for further 
information, Dittman said that par- 
ticulars would be forthcoming when 
an official of the sheriffs office 
would address the student body of 
the school and explain the details, of 
the law. Up until the present time, 
Dittman said no official notification 
from the state on the law had been 
received by the Board.

The water tank, when construc- 
tion Is completed, will be three 
times the size of the present water 
tower located on Broadway street.

A "stand- 
ard location ' is a small geographi- 
cal area based on procedures of the 
Bureau of the Census. 

Seven .Jarge survey' areas have 
been set up In Illinois and contracts 
are being negotiated with a like 
number of civilian architect-engin- 
eer firms to handle the surveys. It 
is expected, that these firms will 
pass on work to other engineering 
businesses, because of the size of 
the task.
